This reissue is a broadening reissue. Claim 1 is wholly inoperative because it is unduly 
limiting. Claim 1 is unduly limiting because it contains the following limitations: "geometric 
area", "delineated areas", "arena", "spots" and "faces of a die". This reissue adds new claim 
7 which omits these aforementioned limitations and is therefore, broader than original claim 
1 . Errors are also in the specification and drawings. Reference numeral "40" refers to both a 
set of dice and an area on playing board 10 (column 10, line 6, column 10, line 24 and FIG. 
1). Column 12, lines 16, 27, and 37 state that the phrases "Straight", "6 Of A Kind" and "Any 
3 Pair" appear in FIG. 3. However, these three phrases are not shown in FIG. 3.
